Washington, May 22.—The Republic- 


in senators will hold a caucus Monday 
to consider the tariff bill. The first 
effort will be to devise plans to expe- 
dite the consideration of the bill and 
there will also be an attempt to recon- 
cile differences of opinion as to the 
merits of some features. 


Some of the schedules are objection- 


able to many of the senators and it is 
thought advisable to settle such differ- 
ences in caucus rather than in the sen- 
ate.

and under the present rules this can 
only be done by mutual consent. What 
the tariff leaders will first attempt is

Senator Aldrich make his statement

set speeches on the Republican side of 
the chamber. 


There are now indications that the 


debate may not be 
so greatly pro- 


longed as at first seemed 
probable. 


The Democrats, Populists and Silver 


Republicans will aver that they will 
consume no unnecessary time with 
speeches. 


The Democrats profess to be es- 


pecially anxious that there should be 
no delay. The Democrats 
will also

Almost the last work of the Belgian 


astronomer Houzean, deceased, was an 
article in which, while arguing in fa- 
vor of a decimal division of time, he 
pointed out the origin of the double set 
of 12 hours represented on onr watch 
and clock faces. The ancient iuhabiruiiM 
of Mesopotamia ehose the number 12 as 
an arithmetical base because it has 
four divisors—viz, 2, 3, 4 and 
G, 


while 10 has oalr two divisors—viz 
2 and n. They counted 12 hours in 
.the day and 12 in the night, measuring 
the day by the progress of the sun auc 
the night by the progress of the stars 
across the sky. This system, prevailing 
over all others, lias oome down to us, 
and so our watches bear on their faces 
a souvenir of those ancient days when 
the sun served for a clock hand half o:

NAVAL MISHAPS. 


Too Much Fag* and 


Over Xriilcs. 


We have a good navy, and we do net 


appreciate it 
As a mutter of fact, cas- 


ualties to our new urinorclads and 
cruisers have not been ^particularly fxe- 
qnent when their sizel'anft their number 
are considered. In this "country every 
trivial mischance is caught up and ex- 
ploited by the sensational newspapers, 
but nothing is said of similar accidents 
in foreign navies. Barring the destruc- 
tion of Admiral Kimberly's fleet by the 
Sainoan hurricane in 1889, which no 
stall or foresight could have prevented 
crar naval service for many years has 
been remarkably free ftom really seri- 
ous disasters. 


There is nothing'Jin our records to 


compare vrifih the capsizing of the Brit- 
ish frigate Captain with half a thon 
sand men in 3870, or the fatal collision 
of iie British ironclads Vanguard aiu 
Iron Duke ia 16.75, or that of the Ger 
man ironclad .Kaiser Wiihelm and Gross- 
er Kurfurst the year following, whea 
30© men perished, or the loss of th 
British training ships Enrydice and -At 
lanta in 18.76 and 3.880 with 600 offi 
ears, sailors and apprentice boys, or th 
sinking of the British .flagship Victoria 
with Admiral Try on, 22 officers and 
380 sailors, by collision With the Camp 
erdown 011 June 22, -1893, in the Medi 
tcrraneau, m the wreck of the Spanish 
cruiser Beitia Eegente, on March 10, 
1895, with ,43-0 officers and seamen. 


The list of minor accidents to foreign 


naval vessels in |h* past few years 
would be too long to, enumerate. Bu' 
tbe stranding of the 'British ironclads 
Bowe and Austin, the flagship Jkmphion 
and the cruiser Snltan were far more 
grave affairs, than any such accidents 
which have occurred to any of our o\vu 
heavy vessels within tbis period. \Ve 
have had onr fairsJiare of troubles, per- 
haps, but no more than that—Boston 
JournaL

have ranged from 18,000,000 degrees 
down to 3,000 degrees F. ,At the Mos- 
cow observatory Professor Ceraski lists

focus.of a mirror, the mirror in this 
case being very accurately made and 
having afocal length of about 39 inches.

land of Sicily, plans and details of 
•which, in.. model, as 'executed by the 
Italian civil engineer £>e Johannis, 
have attracted much attention at tho 
University of Padua. After thorough 
and careful studies of the strait of iles- 
sica, its varying depths, the nature of 
the ground and of all other conditions 
which might nssist or interfere with 
such an .undertaking. De Johatinia de- 
cided that the beginning of the tunnel 
should be nem- San Giovanni di Sani- 
tello, at the foot of the Aspromonte 
mountain range, the mouth on the oth- 
er side to be located ou the degli Ingle- 
si plain. The entire tunnel will be near- 
ly two miles long nnh will consist iu 
th« rnaiu of two shafts of about 10,000 
feet each, descending at a grade not ex- 
ceeding 32 feet- in each 1,000.

A Factory AVIier* the Most Deadly, Drugs 


Are 1'repHrtd. 


Ill London is a strange establishment, 


behind a wilderness of warehouses and 
tumbledown tenements, in a remote 
suburb. Its massive gates ure locked and 
jealously guarded. 
A visitor must not 


only bo careful where he steps aud re- 
frain from touching, he must also 
breathe with great caution. jQne of the 
terrible poisons manufactured here is 
pure anhydrous acid, a drug seldom 
seen outside a chemical laboratory. This 
is the deadliest of all known poisons. 
The discoverer was stricken dead from 
inhaling its fumes. From 3 to 5 per 
cent of this chemical added to 95 or 97 
parts of water makes prussio acid. This 
diluted poison causes instant death, 
even when taken in iniunte quantities. 


Next to anhydrous acid, the worst 


poison they'make is cyanide of potas- 
sium. Last year they turned out over 
1,000 tons of it. Five grains being a 
fatal dose, the amraal output would be 
sufficient to kill 2,500,000 people. In 
the workroom, where men are gathered 
around a witch's caldron containing 
over a hundred weight of molten cya- 
nide, a .strange picture is presented. 
The seething mass of white hot liquid 
poison, with the lambent play of tae 
furnace fires, lie phantom faces of the 
workmen, enveloped in an uncanny 
looking glass mask, peering into the 
heart of the dreadful mixture through 
the thick atmosphere, are a terrible 
sight. In another room, where are tons 
of the finished product, looking like 
crystal ized sugar, 
"good enough to 


eat," one insu is never allowed alone. 
For seine inexplicable reason ifc exer- 
cises a strange fascination for the men 
who inhale its fumes. They are haunt- 
ed by a desire to eat it. But, knowing 
that satisfying the craving means in- 
stant death, most, but not all, are able 
to resist it. Aside from this fascination 
its manufacture is act considered un- 
healthy. Ti;n same cannot bo said of 
corrosive sal:liiusitc-. Its fumes are dead- 
ly.—Clricagif Inter Ocean.

A city official who wit- 
nessed the scene stated teaTniRS 
DEMOCRAT representative yesterday 
afternoon that there were twenty 
men for every job. 


The foreman was able to furnish 


employment to about forty men 
with shovels and about twenty more 
with teams.
